SANTANGELO,  Italy  (BWA)— A  Baptist  pastor  and  tbs 
mayor  of  nearby  VaroU  at  Santan^lo,  Italy  are  locknd  hi  a 
dispute  over  whether  or  not  the  Baptist  eongregattan  has  a 
right  to  build  a  new  ehureh. 

The  Rev.  (Rraxlano  Cannlt  has  already  bagua  to  coaatriMt 
the  edifice  which  la  to  accommodate  some  2M  parlshioMrs 
now  worshipping  in  an  old  garage.  But  Mayor  Antonio  Bal- 
dassar,  whose  city  council  administers  Santangelo,  ordered 
the  pastor  to  tear  down  what  already  has  been  built.  He 
threatened  to  send  poUcemen  to  do  the  lob  If  his  ordan  were 
not  carried  out,  maintaining  that  Pastor  Cannit  started  build¬ 
ing  wHhou  a  permit  The  minister,  on  the  other  de¬ 
clared  that  the  order  to  tear  down  tlw  structure  was  baaed  eu 
religious  diaerimtnation.
